A poster advertising overland stage j 
travel between San Antonio, Tex., and 
Ban Diego, Calif., in 1860, has been 
Pound, which makes interesting read­ 
ing these days of fast and palatial 
rail accommodation. “Overland to the 
Pacific” is the heading attracting pub­ 
lic attention to the line. 
The poster 
calls attention to the fact that this 
line has been in successful operation 
for three years, and will convey pas­ 
sengers “in new coaches drawn by six 
mules over the entire length of our 
line, excepting the Colorado desert of 
IOO miles, which we cross on mule 
back.” 
According 
to 
the 
advertisement 
coaches left semi-monthly from each 
end, trips being started on the 9th 
and 24tii of the month at 6 a. rn. At­ 
tention was called to the fact that an 
armed escort * accompanied the coach 
“for the protection of tile mails and 
the passengers through the Indian 
country.” 
It was stipulated that pas­ 
sengers were provided with food dur­ 
ing the trip, except where the coach 
stopped at public houses enroute, when 
the passenger was expected to pay 
for his own meals. The fare between 
San Antonio and San Diego was 
Tvith less amounts charged between 
those stations and other points, such 
AS Fort Clark, Tucson ami Kl Paso, 
while it was announced that the fare 
to Intermediate stations was lo cents 
•ft mile.

States postage stamp he gets a taste 
of a sweet potato. 
The glim on the 
stamps comes from that vegetable. All 
of tile gum used on the stamps Is 
mixed at the bureau of engraving and 
printing, where the stamps are made. 
lr is spread on the sheets after the 
stamps have been printed. 
In a liquid form, the gum is forced 
up through pipes from the basement, 
where it is made. 
These pipes lead 
to a series of machines consisting of 
rollers 
between 
which 
the 
sheep 
stamps are fed one at a time. 
A fine 
spray of the liquid fails upon the roll 
ors. 
fPhe sheet with its wet coating 
of sweet potato mucilage passes from 
the rollers into a long horizontal Hue 
filled with hot air. 
When it comes 
out at the other end of the flue the 
gum is dry. 
There are 
two kinds 
of postage 
mucilage, 
lf one could see the pack 
ages of stamps as they come to the 
postoffice ready to be- sold, one would 
find them labeled, according to season, 
"summer gum” or ‘‘winter gum.” The 
former Is much the harder of the two, 
and was devised to keep the stamp* 
from getting sticky in warm, moist 
w eal her.

Nature H^s Made Provision for the 
Parting of the Leaves From 
the Parent Tree. 


One of the most beautiful processes 
In nature is the fall of the leaf. This 
is 
not, 
as 
is commonly 
siippo?ed 
brought about by the inclement weath 
cr of the autumn, says a well-known 
authority. 
For the underlying cause 
one must look deeper. 
Soon* after the leaf appeared in the 
spring preparations were being made 
for Its fall. 
Across the base of the 
stalk there grew’ inward a partition 
of special cells, known to bontanist? 
as the “layer of separation.” 
As the 
season advances these cells become 
modified and 
weakened so that a 
springy cushion is formed. 
Eventual 
!y the mere weight of the leaf may 
he sufficient to bring about the sever 
anee of the organ which the tree no 
longer requires. 
Before the leaf acc ;a!Iy falls it 
surrenders all that it possesses in the 
way of sugar and more complex stuffs 
This passes hack into the tree to be 
stored away in the stems.

Complete Combustion. 
Little carbon is found in a Willy:«-
